| Alberta Minister Tells of 
Effects on Mentally 
Unfit 


By THOMAS WAYLING, | 
Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin | 
OTTAWA, April 27-—"Sterilization | 

of the mentally unfit is a process | 
that will become universal among 
civilized people,” Hon, George 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture for 
Alberta, declared today. 

‘We are practicising it in Alber- 
| ta,” he said, “and the results quite 
| justify the procedure. In fact the 
| records in Alberta and in states 
| where sterilization is enforced are 
a strong argument for extension of 
| the policy. I believe application of 
| voluntary sterilization now to the 
fore in Britain will be followed by 
compulsory measures. Germany 
has imposed compulsory steriliza- 
tion and I believe the practice will 
soon be generally recognized and 
adopted.” 

“In Alberta, we feel the results 
jhave been beneficial to the public 
| interest and to the private indi- 
vidual. The basis of practically all 
laws for commitment of the mental- 
ly unbalanced to institutions is that 
it is dangerous for them to be at 
large. In a great number of cases 
that assumption is not correct. 


| NOT DANGEROUS | 
; “The individuals are not danger- 
ous, except in that they may com- 
mit to another generation their 
mental disorders. In many of the | 
instances I have in mind the fam- 
ilies are quite able and very will- | 
ing to take care of the patient. 
“Where the individual is compe- 
tent to discuss sterilization, he or 
she is consulted. In other cases the | 
next of kin is asked about the mat- 


ter and where sterilization is 
agreed to the patient is permitted | 
to return to his or her people. The 


result has not only been a happier | 
situation for the people directly 
concerned, but a considerable  les- 
sening of the burden upon the pro- 


vince in maintaining non-normal 
people.

On this date, in 1644 began the 
terrible tortures of Father Jo- 
seph Bressani. Born at Rome in 
1612 he joined the Society of 
Jesus and came to Canada, im 
1642, the year of the founding of 
Montreal. Having trained for two 


years at Quebec and Three Rivers, 


he set out for the Huron mission 
in a canoe, But hardly had he 
got into Lake “St. Peter before he 
was captured by Iroquois and 
taken to their village.
